Albany, N. Y., Sept. 26 (A5)—The 
Board of Regents today sent high 
schools a rev ised course in Amer­ 
ican history, designed to stress 
early American political ideals. 
The rev ised course, urged for 
sev eral years by some newspapers 
and educators, was prepared by 
the Regents’ American History 
Committee, headed by Welles V. 
Moot of Buffalo, and a committee 
of high school teachers. 
The Regents said the new’ sylla­ 
bus was being sent ‘‘as a basis for 
improv ing the teaching of the his­ 
tory of our country, the basic 
principles, ideals, ev ents and per­ 
sonalities that go to mak e up the 
American heritage.” 
Asks fo r Co mment 
The schools were urged to for­ 
ward "constructiv e criticism” of 
the new syllabus w’ith a v iew to­ 
ward possible further rev isions. 
Warren 
W. 
Knox, 
assistant 
commissioner of the State Educa­ 
tion Department in charge of in­ 
structional superv ision, said the 
new syllabus differed from the one 
now being used in that it present­ 
ed American history in a more 
chronological order. 
He said it 
put “greater emphasis on the Rev ­ 
olutionary period to help dev elop 
thd basic tenets of the Constitu­ 
tion and the Bill of Rights.”

said 
the 
rev ised 
course 
placed less emphasis on current 
ev ents. 
All high school pupils are re­ 
quired by the Regents to tak e 
one-year course in American his­ 
tory. Howev er, the Regents urged 
in 19 51 that a two-year course be 
giv en wherev er possible.

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CIVIL REPORT HAS TEETH IN IT 
The Research and Policy Committee of 
the Committee for Economic Dev elopment 
comes up with a report of interest to ev ery­ 
one concerned about the present world situ­ 
ation, as who isn’t. 
And being what it is, the committee car­ 
ries some weight. Its membership reads like 
a who’s who of American business—Libbey- 
Owens-Ford Glass Co., Colgate-Palmoliv e- 
Peet Co., Bankers Trust Co. of New York, 
Standard Oil of New J ersey, American Can 
Co.," Ford Motor Co., General Electric, Gen­ 
eral Foods, Corning Glass, and sev eral 
dozen more of the same. 
The main point made in the report is that 
poor and shaky gov ernments in the free 
world are a greater danger ev en than the 
threat of a war started by Russia. 
The principal threat to the security of the 
United States and the free world, the report 
says, “ is that the economic weakness and 
political instability of many non-Communist 
countries will lead to piecemeal Communist 
gains a periodic crises which could under­ 
mine the morale of free countries and isolate 
the United States.” 
“ This, rather than the deliberate initiation 
of general war by the Sov iet Union, appears 
to be the greatest and most probable danger 
to our aims in the nex t few years. 
“ Unless prev ented by successful policies, 
positiv e as well as defensiv e, this deteriora­ 
tion could lead, after a few years, to a most 
serious danger of general war, and ev en to 
a situation in which the Sov iets’ relativ e 
power had been so augmented by territorial 
gains or alliances in Europe and Asia that 
they could successfully attack the Western 
Hemisphere.” 
The best thing about the report is that 
it not only points out world dangers but 
offers concrete suggestions for combatting 
them. 
On the defensiv e side it says that con­ 
tinued military programs among the free 
nations are essential to keep communism 
from disrupting “ the task of building the 
economic and political foundation? of a free 
and healthy society here and abroad.” 
But it warned that primary emphasis on 
military build-up can be “ self-defeating.” 
On the positiv e side, the report says the 
main job of America is to increase its own 
economic health and to help other countries 
to solv e their economic and political prob­ 
lems. 
More specifically, it recommends some 
form of political union for Europe. Regard­ 
ing Asia, “ There is need for the United 
States to assert v igorously, in the name of 
the whole free world, an interest in social 
and economic reform in free Asia and to 
support that interest with practical action 
through United Nations agencies and other­ 
wise.” 
The report notes that the best foreign 
propaganda this country could hav e is “ posi­ 
tiv e action which other peoples can see will 
serv e their purposes as well as our own.” 
The tone of the report is as temperate as 
its wording is forthright. If it points out 
some of our mistakes, it also points a way 
to av oid future ones. And coming from 
whom it does, certainly it deserv es the atten­ 
tion and the consideration of ev eryone.

THE CHINA PROBLEM 
Gov ernor Herman T&lmadge of Georgia, one of 
the smart men in public life, who brings to politics 
an unusual directness, answering many “ yes” and 
“ no” questions without hesitation the other night 
on the radio, in answer to a “ Meet the Press” ques­ 
tion, cited an ex ample of what might happen to get 
him to v ote against Stev enson. 
I do not hav e the script before me, hav ing only 
the ear-impact of what he said, which was: 
“ Gov ernor Stev enson might say that he would 
pardon Alger Hiss and make him Secretary of 
State.” 
Of course, Herman Talmadge was spoofing, giv ­ 
ing an ex aggerated ex ample of an ex treme instance 
of political stupidity and national betrayal. Stev en­ 
son thus far has not indicated that he would do any 
such thing. Yet, the fact does stand out that for 
many months now plans hav e been in the making 
for the recognition of Sov iet China first by the 
United Nations and then by the United States. 
The ground has actually been laid for this sinis­ 
ter arrangement at the meeting of the International 
Red Cross in Toronto, where the dev ice was tried 
of hav ing both Sov iet China and Nationalist China 
present. This led to catastrophe, which could hav e 
been foreseen by anyone with ev en half an eye on 
the Far Eastern situation. The embarrassment to 
the United States was deep and humiliating. The 
Communists used this meeting as a sounding board 
for their accusation that we engaged in germ war­ 
fare. 
Despite the fact that Sov iet China has nev er 
recognized Great Britain and that British mer­ 
chants hav e bten imprisoned in China and their 
businesses wrecked and closed down, it has been 
Briitsh policy to deal with Sov iet China and to sell 
them goods whenev er they could and under what­ 
ev er conditions might be av ailable. 
Our own gov ernment has nev er quite ov ercome 
the habit of the “ big lie” that Chinese Communists 
are not Marx ists at all (although they hav e been 
that since 192C) but they are agrarian reformers 
(which they are only in the strict Communist sense 
of reform by confiscation). The Alger Hiss-Owen 
Lattimore-Frederick V. Field ideas are too in­ 
grained in the thinking of some elements in the 
State Department. They hav e held them too long 
to turn away from them completely. 
Another group in our gov ernment has hypno­ 
tized itself into believ ing that Mao Tze-tung might 
turn himself into a Chinese Tito. There nev er has 
been a basis for this but hope springs eternal in the 
breast of a State Department official who will not 
do what is right and cannot do what he would like 
to. Mao Tze-tung has not become a Tito or any­ 
thing else that could help the State Department. 
He goes his merry way with Stalin. 
Practically all military men from the days of 
Generals Wedemeyer and MacArthur hav e fav ored 
using Chiang Kai-shek’s troops in Korea. This the 
State Department continues to oppose, although 
there hav e been 120,000 American casualties in the 
Korean War. Should Chiang’s troops be used, it 
would be an embarrassment to the British and 
some of our other European allies, who, while they 
hav e a v oice in this “ United Nations” action, do 
not contribute their just share to the fighting. This 
inv olv es the whole question of what this war is 
about, how it is being fought and why we sub­ 
ordinate American practices to United Nations poli­ 
tics. 
Gov ernor Adlai Stev enson continues to counsel 
patience, which is like telling a family to be gay 
when its breadwinner is dying of a cancer. This 
war is costing American liv es and it is hopeless to 
ex pect an American parent to be patient simply be­ 
cause Stev enson tell* him to trust to Dean Acheson 
or whoev er may be his successor. Ev en if Gov ernor 
Talmadge’s suggestion concerning Alger Hiss is 
obv iously far-fetched, and was meant to be, it is 
nev ertheless a fact that we might get someone just 
as bad, no prospect hav ing presented himself to 
date.

MORE OLD PEOPLE 
The American people, taken as a whole 
and not indiv idually, are getting older. Ac­ 
cording to the Federal Security Agency, 
while there are now twice as many Ameri­ 
cans as there were in 1900, the number of 
old persons is four times as great. By old 
they mean those ov er 65, a definition which 
will be resented by many who hav e attained 
tho? e years. Anyway, there are now 13,- 
000,000 such indiv iduals, and ev ery year 
adds 400,000 to the list. 
There will be political consequences as the 
older folk bceome a larger and larger pro­ 
portion of the population. There is likely to 
be a stronger demand for old age pensions 
and an increase in their amount In other 
matters the influence of the senior citizens is 
apt to be conserv ativ e, distrustful of new 
ideas and clinging to the v oting habits of 
their youth. This could be highly detrimen-

Dilliha and S. Roth man state that 
the following observ ations hav e suggested that hor­ 
mone (gland) factor may play an accessory or help­ 
ful role in alopecia areata; regrowth of hair dur­ 
ing pregnancy, and recurrence of alopecia with re­ 
establishment of the menses; the onset of alopecia 
occurring with thyrotox icosis (poisonous form of 
goiter); and the fact that it is more sev ere if it 
begins before puberty (12 to 14 in girls and 14 to 
16 in boys). 
The reasoning that led Dr. Hench and associates 
to use corticotropin (ACTH) and cortisone in rheu­ 
matoid arthritis prompted Drs. Dillaha and Roth- 
man to try cortisone in patients with alopecia are­ 
ata.” They found that three of four patients with 
long-standing alopecia areata responded to treat­ 
ment with cortisone acetate taken by mouth. In the 
one patient who did not respond to this treatment, 
the disease had appeared before puberty. In the 
other three patients, new hair began to grow after 
four weeks of treatment. 
It is not unusual for hair to grow within two 
years, after it has been lost but the fact that the 
disease in all three cases was present for fiv e or 
more years without any tendency to any growth of 
hair is regarded as proof that the cortisone treat­ 
ment was responsible for the regrowth of hair.

CIVIL REPORT HAS TEETH IN IT 
The Research and Policy Committee of 
the Committee for Economic Development 
comes up with a report of interest to every­ 
one concerned about the present world situ­ 
ation, as who isn’t. 
And being what it is. the committee car­ 
ries some weight. Its membership reads like 
a who’s who of American business—Libbey- 
Owens-Ford Glass Co., Colgate-Palmolive- 
Peet Co., Bankers Trust Co. of New York, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, American Can 
Co.,' Ford Motor Co., General Electric, Gen­ 
eral Foods, Corning Glass, and several 
dozen more of the same. 
The main point made in the report is that 
poor and shaky governments in the free 
world are a greater danger even than the 
threat of a war started by Russia. 
The principal threat to the security of the 
United States and the free world, the report 
says, “is that the economic weakness and 
political instability of many non-Communist 
countries will lead to piecemeal Communist 
gains a periodic crises which could under­ 
mine the morale of free countries and isolate 
the United States.” 
“This, rather than the deliberate initiation 
of general war by the Soviet Union, appears 
to be the greatest and most probable danger 
to our aims in the next few years. 
“Unless prevented by successful policies, 
positive as well as defensive, this deteriora­ 
tion could lead, after a few years, to a most 
serious danger of general war, and even to 
a situation in which the Soviets’ relative 
power had been so augmented by territorial 
gains or alliances in Europe and Asia that 
they could successfully attack the Western 
Hemisphere.” 
The best thing about the report is that 
it not only points out world dangers but 
offers concrete suggestions for combatting 
them. 
On the defensive side it says that con­ 
tinued military programs among the free 
nations are essential to keep communism 
from disrupting “the task of building the 
economic and political foundations of a free 
and healthy society here and abroad.” 
But it warned that primary emphasis on 
military build-up can be “self-defeating.” 
On the positive side, the report says the 
main job of America is to increase its own 
economic health and to help other countries 
to solve their economic and political prob­ 
lems. 
More specifically, it recommends some 
form of political union for Europe. Regard­ 
ing Asia, “There is need for the United 
States to assert vigorously, in the name of 
the whole free world, an interest in social 
and economic reform in free Asia and to 
support that interest with practical action 
through United Nations agencies and other­ 
wise.” 
The report notes that the best foreign 
propaganda this country could have is “posi­ 
tive action which other peoples can see will 
serve their purposes as well as our own.” 
The tone of the report is as temperate as 
its wording is forthright. If it points out 
some of our mistakes, it also points a way 
to avoid future ones. 
And coming from 
whom it does, certainly it deserves the atten­ 
tion and the consideration of everyone.

THE CHINA PROBLEM 
Governor Herman Talmadge of Georgia, one of 
the sm art men in public life, who brings to politics 
an unusual directness, answering many “yes" and 
“no” questions without hesitation the other night 
on the radio, in answer to a “Meet the Press” ques­ 
tion, cited an example of what might happen to get 
him to vote against Stevenson. 
I do not have the script before me, having only 
the ear-impact of w hat he said, which was: 
"Governor Stevenson might say that he would 
pardon Alger Hiss and make him Secretary of 
State.” 
Of course. Herman Talmadge was spoofing, giv­ 
ing an exaggerated example of an extreme instance 
of political stupidity and national betrayal. Steven­ 
son thus far has not indicated that he would do any 
such thing. Yet, the fact does stand out that for 
many months now' plans have been in the making 
for the recognition of Soviet China first by the 
United Nations and then by the United States. 
The ground has actually been laid for this sinis­ 
ter arrangem ent at the meeting of the International 
Red Cross in Toronto, where the device was tried 
of having both Soviet China and Nationalist China 
present. This led to catastrophe, which could have 
been foreseen by anyone with even half an eye on 
the Ear Eastern situation. The em barrassm ent to 
the United States was deep and humiliating. The 
Communists used this meeting as a sounding board 
for their accusation that we engaged in germ w ar­ 
fare. 
Despite the fact that Soviet China has never 
recognized Great Britain and that British m er­ 
chants have bien imprisoned in China and their 
businesses wrrecked and closed down, it has been 
Briitsh policy to deal with Soviet China and to sell 
them goods whenever they could and under w hat­ 
ever conditions might be available. 
Our own government has never quite overcome 
the habit of the “big lie" that Chinese Communists 
are not Marxists at all (although they have been 
that since 192C) but they are agrarian reformers 
(w'hich they ar.' only in the strict Communist sense 
of reform by confiscation). The Alger Hiss-Owen 
Lattim ore-Frederick V. Field ideas are too in­ 
grained in the thinking of some elements in the 
State Department. They have held them too long 
to turn away from them completely. 
Another group in our government has hypno­ 
tized itself into believing that Mao Tze-tung might 
turn himself into a Chinese Tito. There never has 
been a basis for this but hope springs eternal in the 
breast of a State Department official who will not 
do what is righ, and cannot do what he would like 
to. Mao Tze-tung has not become a Tito or any­ 
thing else that could help the State Department. 
He goes his merry way with Stalin. 
Practically all m ilitary men from the days of 
Generals Wedemeyer and M acArthur have favored 
using Chiang Kai-shek’s troops in Korea. This tho 
State Department continues to oppose, although 
there have been 120,000 American casualties in the 
Korean War. Should Chiang’s troops be used, it 
would be an em barrassm ent to the British and 
some of our other European allies, who, while they 
have a voice in this “United Nations” action, do 
not contribute their just share to the fighting. This 
involves the whole question of w hit this w ar is 
about, how it is being fought and why we sub­ 
ordinate American practices to United Nations poli­ 
tics. 
Governor Adlai Stevenson continues to counsel 
patience, which is like telling a family to be gay 
when its breadwinner is dying of a cancer. TTiis 
war is costing American lives and it is hopeless to 
expect an American parent to be patient simply be­ 
cause Stevenson tells him to trust to Dean Acheson 
or whoever may be his successor. Even if Governor 
Talm adges suggestion concerning Alger Hiss is 
obviously far-fetched, and was meant to be. it is 
nevertheless a fact that we might get someone just 
as bad, no prospect having presented himself to 
date. It will help the voters to appraise the candi­ 
dates if they knew who the Secretary of State is 
to be. 
William L. Holland, of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, wrote once: 
” . . . Japan, indeed, may offer a real oppor­ 
tunity to Communist China, both in the economic 
field and to some extent in the diplomatic field, to 
avoid a too permanent and too close embrace from 
Russia.”

MORE OLD PEOPLE 
The American people, taken as a whole 
and not individually, are getting older. Ac­ 
cording to the Federal Security Agency, 
while there are now twice as many Ameri­ 
cans as there were in 1900, the number of 
old persons is four times as great.

TREATMENT OF BALDNESS 
Several years ago an Illinois physician published 
the results of a treatm ent for alopecia areata—bald 
spots—and also for general loss of hair from scalp 
—baldness. His results, together with before and 
after illustrations, were so satisfactory that he 
temporarily gave up his practice and spent several 
years in further study. Unfortunately, his further 
investigations were disappointing and he returned 
to his practice. 
There is no question but that if some remedy 
for restoring lost hair or starting new growth were 
discovered, there would be a great demand for it. 
Some physicians of standing in the profession have 
reported some success with vitamin B complex. 
Since the discovery of cortisone and ACTH, 
these two preparations, so helpful in arthritis, have 
been used with more or less success in the treat­ 
ment of old or chronic ailments, so it comes with 
no surprise to learn that research workers have 
tried cortisone in alopecia areata. 
In Journal of Investigative Dermatology, Balti­ 
more. Drs. C. J. Dilliha and S. Rothman state that 
the following observations have suggested that hor­ 
mone (gland) factor may play an accessory or help­ 
ful role in alopecia areata; regrowth of hair dur­ 
ing pregnancy, and recurrence of alopecia with re­ 
establishment of the menses: the onset of alopecia 
occurring with thyrotoxicosis (poisonous form of 
goiter); and the fact that it is more severe if it 
begins before puberty (12 to 14 in girls and 14 to 
16 in boys). 
The reasoning that led Dr. Hench and associates 
to use corticotropin (ACTH) and cortisone in rheu­ 
matoid arthritis prompted Drs. Dillaha and Roth­ 
man to try cortisone in patients with alopecia are­ 
ata.” They found that three of four patients with 
long-standing alopecia areata responded to treat­ 
ment with cortisone acetate taken by mouth. In the 
one patient who did not respond to this treatm ent, 
the disease had appeared before puberty. In the 
other three patients, new hair began to grow after 
four weeks of treatm ent. 
It is not unusual for hair to grow' within two 
years, after it has been lost but the fact that the 
disease in all three cases w’as present for five or 
more years without any tendency to any grow th of 
hair is regarded as proof that the cortisone treat­ 
ment was responsible for the regrowth of hair.

If a considerable time is likely 
to elapse before the bru sh is to 
be u sed again, it shou ld be washed 
ou t with a solv ent su ch as tu rp en­

Noisy House Can

Best way to stifle noise in the 
home is to isolate the source of 
the noise from the structure.

Today ’s hand shows the most 
startling bid made in the entire 
national 
tournament 
conduct­ 
ed by 
the American Contract 
Bridge League a few weeks ago 
in Cincinnati. Bill Hanna, of Los 
Angeles, bid a suit for the first 
time at the grand slam level— 
with only a singleton in that suit! 
North's opening bid of three 
no-trump was unusual, but not 
startling. Most experts use such 
an opening bid to show a bal­ 
anced hand of tremendous power, 
but a few experts use the opening 
bid of three no-trump to show a 
solid

slight hope of winning a trick 
elsewhere. In other words, the bid 
is 
largely 
gambling 
and

Bill Hanna, holding the South 
hand, decided to add one gamble 
to another.

The South hand was 
good for five tricks in spades or 
diamonds.

tricks if the opening lead

pened to be favorable, so Hanna 
took a shot at six no-trump.

North’s opening bid showed a 
solid suit, almost undoubtedly a 
minor suit. It had to be clubs.

And Hanna rolled thirteen 
tricks home with great calm, as 
though he bid grand slams that 
way ev ery day of the week!

The trend in small arms for the 
GI seems to be toward the quick- 
firer. The swing is now to guns 
like our T-47 lightweight, which 
in some models will squirt as long 
as the trigger is held back, or the 
v arious forms of Tommy , Schmeis- 
ser, and Sten guns. Perhaps these 
hose-nozzled rifle guns hav e their 
military uses, but I for one am 
strictly from Missouri on the need 
for ev en a semi-automatic in the 
sporting rifle category . 
From where I sit, the sporting 
rifle, if we leav e its target use for

is

weapon with which to kill game 
in a sporting manner. That is to 
say , quickly , cleanly and safely . 
In 9 9 sporting kills out of 100, 
it is only the first shot that the 
hunter can place for a clean hit, 
right where the bulls-ey e should 
hav e been Dainted on the animal.
